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Big Increase in the Number of 


Deaths and New Gases in In- 
fantile Paralysis Epidemic 


NEW YORK, July 18.—After health 


officials had declared they believed the 
epidemic of Infantile paralysis to be 
under control, the disease made a pro- 
nounced advance today. 
The dally 


bulletin 
of 
the health department 


shows an increase of nearly 100 per 
cent in deaths and of more than 30 
percent In new cases. 


During the 24 hours preceding 10 


o'clock this morning the plague killed 
26 children and there were 121 new 
cases/reported. 
During the same, pe- 


riod ending yesterday there were 14 
deaths and 95 new cases In the five 
boroughs of New York city. 


VISITORS NUMEROUS 


NEW YORK, July IS.—The epidemic 


of infantile paralysis here and the wide 
publicity it has' received 
apparently 


has. not kept adults fronj visiting New 
York city. ^This assertion was made 
today by a .number: of-hotel proprie- 
tors. 
They said the number of sum- 


_er visitors this year has been break- 
ing all previous records. 


This declaration hy the hotel men 


was called forth by Mayor Mitchel's 
statement notifying persons who had 
postponed trips to New, York . on ac- 


count of the epidemic here that their 
fears were groundless.. The mayor's 
statement also gives the following sta- 
tistics prepared by the commissioner of 
health. 


"Comparing the mortality rate of in- 


fants under one year during tho week 
just closed with 
the 
corresponding 


week last summer, we find that the 
rate of deaths of that week last sum' 
mer represented a yearly death rate of 
100 out of every'thousand, while dur- 
ing the week Just closed the rate of 
deaths represents but 88.6 out of ev- 
ery 1000.. In other words, the infant 
death rate of .-the whole city was low- 
er last week ;tha'n during the' same 
week last year while the entire death 
rate-, of Infants and adults combined 
was" 13.63 out of 1000 during the week 
Just closed and 13.3 during the corre- 
sponding week 
last 
summer.

the attorneys for the crown, ths court 
of criminal appeal today dismissed Sir 
Roger Casement's appeal from the \er- 
dict of the lower court, which found 
him sullty of treason, for which Vis- 
count Reading-, the lord chief Justice 
sentenced him to death. 


For a day and a half Alexander Sul- 


livan. Sir Roger's counsel, argued be- 
fore tho court, quoting many author- 
ities in favor of his contention that 
the offense of treason depended upon 
whether the accused dwelt under the 
protection of the king and that the 
crime could not be committed without 
the realm.. He abandoned his other 
points in regard to the lord chief jus- 
tice's definition of the offense. 


As soon as Mr. Sullivan had 
con- 


cluded his argument the court retired 
to consider whether the attorneys for 
the crown would be called on to reply 
It 3-vn decided to the contrary, which

Morse promised to Improve condilions 
and that conditions have not been Im- 
proved. 


Mr. Hannah classed, pavers as me- 


chanics ar.d eald that to have them do 
other work than their own 
simply 


showed a lack of system. 


As to the half holiday on Saturday. 


Mr- Hannah said, the men are entitled 


I to It because UP to noon on Saturday 
j they have worked 4S hours—all the 
hours that the law requires.

"The system," safd Mr. Hannah, "is 


the trouble here. The welfare of the 
men is being sacrificed hy lack of sys- 
tem and proper handling of the work. 
I have testified in paving cases as an 
expert and I know what I am talking 
about. 
We are here today prepared 


to make affidavit to'each and every 
statement we make. We are not look- 
In? for sympathy. 
We 
are simply 


looking for our rights. 
This 
Is 
a 


luestion of justice and I fear that the 
commissioner misunderstands the pres- 
ent trouble. He is not In touch with 
the facts and details. 


"This Is an absolute matter of facts 


and there. Is no sympathy 
attached. 


Mr. Morse says he never brought pav- 
ers In from other cities, but tha rec- 
ords at my office- show that In 1907 
or IMS he'hired pavers In Boston at 
So a day. 


"All these men ask is J4.50 a day for 


paving work. They do not ask S».SO a 
,day for excavating or doing anything 
other than paving. We ask Mr. Morse 
to give these men preference for work 
-in the winter time—preference 
after 


the regular city laborer has been taken 
cars'of.. We don't ask to 
hava 
tha 


faithful laborer tnroivn out to employ 
any of these men here, but when others 
era required we then want the prefer- 
ence and Inasjnuch as these men live 
here and pay taxes here, I think they 
are entitled to what is nothing more 
nor less than second preference. 


"If there was the. proper system to 


the paving work there would be em- 
ployment for the pavers from April 1 
to Dec. 1. These men haven't any par- 
ticular grievance against the commis- 
sion and personally I believe the com- 
missioner is Inclined to be fair, but he 
is not acquainted with all the facts. 
The pavers are working for less money 
in Lowell than In any other city In the 
union." 
, 


Replying to Mr. Hannah, Mr. Morse 


denied that he had ever paid any paver 
$5 a day and contended that the pa-vcrs 
were not entitled to a half holiday on 
Saturday and that they did demand 
preference for winter time work. 


"If these men want to lay blocks by 


the yard," said Mr. Morse, "they may 
So to work tomorrow morning at i«n 
cents a yard. 
All I ask Is that these 


men be reasonable. If you want me to 
keep six or seven pavers going I can 
do It, but I can't keep 12 pavers going. 
I think that at least I ought to be al- 
lowed to pick out the streets to be 
paved. 
I am surely entitled to that 


much.1' 


Frank 
Warnock, 
president of 
the 


Trades & Labor council, said the pav- 
ers and rammers work 45 hours a week 
up to Saturday at noon and that that 
is all the ,Iaw requires.

Editor. Lowell Sun: 
Will you permit a few suggestions 
as to the treatment of domestic ani- 
mals' during1 the warm ' season 
now 
upon us? 
The horse: Whether the "poke-bon- 
net" hats are "worse than nothing" or 
not, 
they should at least be taken off 
at 
sundown. The two-story, 
wire- 


frame canopies are far better. 
If a 
wet "sponge is fastened on the horse's 
head, .keep It wet or it is worse than 
useless. 
Don't cut off your horse's 
mane or forelock; he needs thpm as a 
protection, as he does his tall, or na- 
ture would not have grown them. 
If he has been mutilated for life by 
"docktns." keep off insects either with 
fly-netting or by rubbing on lightly a 
mixture of one ounce oil of penny- 
royal in one pint of olive oil. 
Brighten him up frequently with a 
drink, but give only a little at a time. 
Above all, dispense with that instru- 
ment of torture, the high chetk-rein. 
Take extra care that the collar fits, 
and that the wheels of your vehicle 
are well greased. 


In case he is overcome with the 
heat, get him into the "shade, put cold 
water or an Ice pack on head and along 
spine; put .water on tody occasionally; 
sponge. legs with a cool, wet spo'nge, 
and sponge out the mouth. Give this 
mixture: Aromatic spirits of ammonia, 
four ounces; water, one pint. 


After the day's work, spongo out 
the eyes, mouth and dock; sponge ofl 
sweat and harness marks, and 
wipe 
sweaty harness. 
Give a wide stall so 


he can lie down, and clean bedding; 
and be sure to water between 9 and 10 
at night, but. not within three-quar- 
ters of an hour after eating:. At night 
let the 
fresh 
air 
circulate 
freely 
through the stable, and tack mosquito 
netting over the windows as you would 
over your own. 
The dog: Let the dogs have plenty 
of water, but don't let them run after 
your carriage, bicycle or car. 


Don't tie up your dog; his nature 
demands freedom and a 
reasonable 
amount of exercise. 


Give the long-haired dogs a little 
comfort b.y clipping their heavy coat 
Because a dog acts strangely on 
the street it is-by no means evidence 
that he is "mad." for "rabies" is one 
of the rarest of diseases. He is suffer- 
ing1 from heat, thirst, sickness, or from 
some form of abuse. Put water on him 
and set him Into some quiet, shady 
place. And remember "mad" dogs nev- 
er froth at the mouth. 


The cat: Refuse to add one more 
to the number of abandoned cats, left 
to a wretched existence in back alley- 
ways while their heartless owners en- 
joy themselves at the summer resorts. 
This act of cruelty is now forbidden 
under penalty by the laws of Massa- 
chusetts.

After 
three charges of dynamite had been 
exploded and an attempt made to flre 
the structure with gasoline, Mclntyro 
and his wife, who were armed with, 
rifles, were shot io death.

were held at bay for more than an 
hour. 
When the, police were able to 


enter the building it was a wreck. 
They found an explanation of Mcln- 
tyre's deed in a note which he had 
scrawled on a soiled piece of wrapping 
paper. 


"The Almighty God has made me a 


prophet unto all nations .and also my 
wife. Wattle Mclntyre," ran the note. 
"You shall know that tha lord has sent 
me to gather unto the lord the rem- 
nant of the Adonic seed. 


"The Lord has made mo the saviour 


of all Africans of America and now I 


shall recommend all that are worthy 
unto my Heavenly Father, the Great 
God of all creation. 
The Lord has 


given me a spirit to judga the quick 
and tho dead. 


"1 must die in this land that I may 


carry my reports unto Almighty God 
concerning the land of the United 
States."

The home of Prof. Byron S. Hurl- 


hurt, who recently resigned as dean of 
Harvard university and who now is a 
professor in the English department, 
was the scene of the most Atrocious 
vandalism. 


The homes of Mrs. William 'T. P. 


Longfellow, 475 Broadway, and of Clif- 
ton S. Wady and his sister at 20 Ware 
street, suffered only slightly less dam- 
age. 


The police believe- the work to

that of boys. 
Very little of value in 


the homes was stolen. From the Hurl- 
hurt home at 32 Quincy street only a 
few books and the child's bank of 
Prof. Hurlburt's son nre missing, but 
the furniture in nearly every room of 
the house Is damaged.

seems to have been the only thing

Thd breaks were 'evidently all 
by the same persons.

that all three families were away for 
the summer. 


The break into the Hurlburt home 


was the first to be discovered. The 
fact that the glass in the cellar door 
was broken was noticed 
by Special 


Officer Reading of Harvard 
college. 


The ensuing Investigation showed that 
the vandals had gone through about 
every room in the house, wrecking as 
they went. A hammer and, probably 
a hatchet had been used in forcing 
open dressers, desks and trunks and 
in breaking other furniture.

WASHINGTON, July IS.—It will soon 


be "please pass the Gray fish," for the 
United States bureau of. fisheries has 
decided to market dog fish under the 
TTiore appetizing name of Gray 
fish,

will hereafter, be officially 


known by that name'.

Commissioner of Fisheries 


Jfoore has just returned from a trip 
to Maine where he made personal in- 
vestigation on the dog fish situation. 
Dr. Moore stated to The Sun corres- 
pondent that he was much pleased with 
the outlook and that the work of in- 
vestigation as .to tho best means of 
tHminatlng the fish as a menace to 
Tjets and trawls and to put.it on ,the 
market as a food, had already begun. 
The Kinds bill which passed congress 
this session appropriated 525,000 
for 


that purpose. The bureau of fisheries 
will adopt the same general method of 
calling the -attention of the public to 
the value of Gray fish as a food fish, 
as it did ir.' putting Tile flsh on the 
Market, although the details will dif- 
fer - as-' much of the Gray fish will be 
marketed as dried, salted or canned. The 
department of commerce has arranged 
with Hon. Luther Maddox of Booth- 
bay harbor to make various 
experi- 


ments and submit the result to the de- 
jj'artmcnt. 
Mr. Maddox 
has a large 


plant at Boothbay harbor well adapted 
to such experiments and has had many 
\earr~ experience along similar lines. 
II IE proposed to test the value of the 
fish In various canned forms, using the 
b'est cuts of the flesh for that pur- 
pose- Its skin makes a superior pol- 
ish for leather, its liver is rich In oil, 
its fins and bones are valuable for the 


gelatine they will produce, and

Ravages of Gray Fish 


Tho Massachusetts fish 
and 
game 


commission states that a conservative 
estimate of the loss to that st£te alone

iicreafter to be known as Gray flsh, Is 
riot less than $400,000 annually. 
The 


bureau of fisheries believes that the 
experiments now being conducted In 
JIalne will put the Gray fish Industry 
on a paying basis and that the fisher- 
men on the New England coast will 
thus he able to make up for their losses 
by catching and marketing the nsh. 
Shorn of its predjudlcial 
name 
the 


Gray fish is likely to become a pop- 
ular food fish. It has been looked up- 
on as a pest only an account of the 
damage it does to nets, trawls and 
other f.sh, not because of uncleanly 
habits, Hor it feeds entirely on other 
fish. It is sold in great Quantities in 
Er.sland under the name ot Plaice, five 
million pounds at a value of upwards 
of SSO.OOO were marketed in England 
in 1012. In Sweden and Norway it is 
eaten both rresh and smoked and in 
Germany it is canned In great quant- 
ities. The bureau of fisheries are con- 
vinced that it. will grow in favor as 
did halibut, silver hake 
and 
sword 


fish, which at first were unpopular. In 
ilavor the Gray fish Is sweet and it is 
a coarse fiaked fish, similar to- the 
halibut and sword flsh.

livan, Sir Roger's counsel, argiied be- 
fore tho .court, quoting many author- 
ities In favor of his contention that 
the offense of treason depended upon 
whether the accused dwelt under the 
protection of the king and that the 
crime could not bo committed without 
the realm. 
He abandoned his other 


points in regard to the lord chief jus- 
tice's definition of the offense. 


As soon as Mr. Sullivan had '. con- 


cluded his argument the court retired 
to consider whether the attorneys for 
the crown would be called on to reply 
It sion decided to the contrary, which 
Indicated that the appeal 
had

against Sir Roger, .who was present 
during the argument and'• when judg- 
ment was given. 


A further appeal to the house of 


lords Is possible only If the attorney 


general gives a certificate that the de- 
cision of the court of criminal appeal.

theory that in forbidding its subjects to 
trade with an enemy; that 
enemies 


domiciled In friendly countries did not 
come under the act. France and' va- 
rious other countries hold the doctrine 
that their nationals cannot trade with 
an enemy, no matter what his domi- 
cile. 
Modern conditions of credit am 


commerce make it possible 
for 
an 


enemy outside belligerent ferritory to 
trade with his country. 


Therefore a considerable body 
of 


opinion in this country urged the gov- 
ernment to abandon 
Its 
traditional 


doctrine, and the foreign office, while 
not going to this 
extreme, 
decider 


simply to prohibit persons domtcilec 
In the United Kingdom from trading 
with a limited number of individuals 
Srms or companies of enemy national- 
ity or association under the fame pen- 
alties as though they were trading with 
an enemy. 


The statement continues: 
"As regards tha United States list, 


this may roughly be divided Into four 
classes: 


"First—German firms with head of- 
fices or control In Germany. 


"Second—German firms Incorporated 


In the United States, 
and 
therefore 


technically American entities. We have 
dealt with these firms on their merits. 
In these cases something more has 
beer, required to qualify them for the 
statutory list than German nationality 
—either assisting the enemy by loans, 
propaganda or In regard to 
contra 
band. 


•Third—Except Insofar as covered by 


the first or second qualifications, United 
States citizens as a i-ule have not been 
placed on the list. If any are there 
It is because they are sole agents fot 
enemy firms resident In enemy terrl 
tory. 


"Fourth—when, however, clear abuse 
cf cable facilities has been proved, a 
firm or Individual may be found on the 
list. By abuse is meant tho use of a 
secret code or of cloaks to cover the 
fact that cables ara being used In a 
particular Interest, in very few such 
cases will there be found to be United 
States citizens."

' It Is universally, conceded that tho 
sending ol the troops lo the Mexican 
border not only brought Carranza. to 
his senses and exerted a. strong moral 
force lor the settlement of the entire 
Mexican question hut proved an 
in- 


structive object lesson in applied pre- 
jjaicdness. To u.public which la bet- 
ter \crscd in the requirements of mod- 
em warfare than at any time In a 
generation it demonstrated our virtues 
,snd our deficiencies in the most prac- 
tical way possible. Wo llilve now £ecn 
how difficult it is for a great and rich 
nation to recruit a large army through 
Ihe voluntary system, anil how under 
a democratic form of government it 
'is almost impossible to have the per- 
fection and efficiency of a militaristic 
government. The moral is not that 
•we should adopt militarism hut that 
'we should perfect our defensive or- 
ganlzatioli to the highest possible de- 
gree under existing condilions. 
, The census bureau recently estimat- 
ed that there are now In the United 
States 21,000,000'men of.military age 
;iyho are able-bodied. This 
includes 


*a)l men between 18 and 40. Of these 
14,224,000- are native-horn whites, 2,- 
857,000 are foreign-born whites 
who 


are naturalized eitinens, 2,052,000 are 
negroes, and 50,000 .are Indians. 
We 


have more men of military age than 
any country of Europe with the excep- 
tion of Russia and without exception 
we have the best potjaitial material of 
"any nation in the world. A few years 
ago any suggestion as to how 
this 


force mlglit he made ready for emer- 
'gencles.would be 
considered 
repug- 


nant, but today all parties and per- 
sons are interested In 
preparedness 


"and the mildest pacifist agrees with 
'the most aggressive that this country 
should .change ils systems sufficiently 
•to ensure a reasonable protection for 
American institutions in case of dan-

ment to .weld them into a vast force 
after a future declaration of war. It 
is to be feared that the experience of 
England 
would also be ours. We 


might have' the same partisan and po- 
litical opposition, the same labor trou- 
bles, the same difficulty in keeping up 
the supply of soldiers, and finally we 
might have to put aside our prejudices 
and our traditions and adopt the most 
rigid conscription. 
There may come a 


time when to read the declaration of 
independence or to sing 
the 
"Star 


Spangled Banner" will not suffice as 
the national duty of the average citi- 
zen. 


Aside from the army extension bill 


recently passed by congress, 
it 
is 


highly probable that the government 
will soon strive for a modified form of 
unu°rsal 
military 
trair.ing 
under 


which each citizen would have a defi- 
nite part to play in- case of war. There 
are important duties in war 
besides 


fighting in the trenches, and 
in 
the 


recognition of new requirements 
our 


people would not oppose an adequate 
system of national defence that would 
embody the best in the call for pre- 
paredness. America today is. like a 
giant who, through lack of training, 
cannot exercise his strength, and while 
i.o' one wants to see onr democracy 


• 
menaced, we should be ready to repel 


. future attacks from any quarter. 


TRADE ALLIANCES 


Some leaders in American business' 


profess to feel worried about the trade 
alliances that are now being made by 
both groups of the old world belliger- 
ents. While the hatreds and antag- 
onisms of war are dominant they are 
adopting tariff changes that will he of 
mutual benefit among 
their 
allies. 


France and England have 
come 
to 


several trade agreements; Russia and 
Japan have followed suit, with regard 
to tho trade of China, and even Ger- 
many, Austria and Turkey have found 
lime to pass some new trade laws of 
questionable benefit 
to 
them 
as 
a 


group. Yet trade experts at this side 
say that the arrangements made dur- 
ing war will soon crumble in • peace. 
Merit will count in the long run and 
the nation that has the best article 
for sale and that goes about selling 
it In the most Intelligent way must In 
time capture the larger share of the 
business. 


In this conneclion it is noteworthy 


that American business is coming to 
sec the necessity for a 
government 


merchant marine—though the bill had 
to be altered considerably before re- 
ceiving, general approval. 
The close 


of the war will find the United Siat.es 
the only great power 
ready for 
im-
